Specter recalled her to ask if 
she had any other information about gunshot wounds. She said someone, she couldn’t 
remember who, had told her a fast tullet hitting only soft tissue might make an 
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exit wound resembling an entrace wound in size. On p.143 during this period of 
request ioning, she said of the Kennedy wound, "Well, it was just a small wound and 
wasn’t jagged like most of the exit bullet wounds that I have seen."
